Lonpon, July 13.—The London correspond- 
ent of the Edinburgh Scotsman says at the 
annual dinner of the Cobden club Saturday 
night, J. W. Garrett, president ofthe Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, related a hitherto 
unpublished anecdote; which excited great 
interest. --He stated that on the termination 
of the civil war in the United States, Mr. 
Riehard Cobden wrote to.bim and urged 
forcibly that the federal government should 
adopt a magnanimous policy towards the 
southern leaders. The letter was read 
at the meeting of the American cabinet, 
and produced so great an impression that it 
turned the scale in favor of clemency. 


TANNER’S FAST. 


He is Growing Restless and Feeble. 

New York, July 13.—At 1 o’clock to 
day Dr. Tanner’s pulse and temperature 
were each 108. A dynamometer, under pres- 


sure of his hand, registered 90:49, showing 
increasing weakness. His condition, the 
doctors say, is restless and feverish. 

The opinions of the doctors regarding the 
ending of this remarkable experiment are 
various, and the fasting man from Minne- 
sota is the subject of much scientific discus- 
sion. Among the physicians who believe 
in the thorough honesty of Dr. Tanner, bat 
have no faith in the success of his long fast, 
is Dr. Maurice N. Miller, of the New York 
university medical college. He sat watch- 
ing Tanner closely at 8 o'clock Saturday 
evening, having been on duiy three hours, 
when the reporter asked his opinion of the 
ease. Dr. Tanner lay on his cot with his 
eyes closed, either dozing or sleeping, and 
Dr. Miller, pane, toward him, said: 
“Look at thatface. Does that indicate that 
the man can stand twenty-seven days more 
of starvation? It is starvation, and you 
may be sure of that. This experiment is 
being honestly conducted, and there is no 
humbug about it. 1 examined some of the 
water which he had gargled with a micro- 
scope this morning, and there was nota 
trace of food to be found in it, You can 
rinse your mouth with water and hours af- 
terward we can find traces of the food that 
you have taken. We are taking every pos- 
sible precaution to secure a fair test here, 
and I am sure that we are gettingit. Now, 
look at that face. It is banger’ and care- 
worn. Some of them will tell you that it is 
a healthy color. It was pale yesterday, and 
it is red to-day. It is not a healthy color 
for aman who has fasted twelve days. It is 
the color of the fever which is beginning to 
consume him. His pulse has been jump- 
ing up and down all day, and when I 
last examined him it was making 100 
beats to the minute, and was very weak. 
Ail this is —— him. Since I have 
watched him he has been raising wind 
from the stomach at very frequent inter- 
vals. That is an unfavorable symptom, in 
so far as it mast render him very uncom- 
fortable, and prevent him from gaining the 
rest which is absolutely necessary tor hina. 
In my opinion, Dr. Tanner cannot continue 
this fast five days longer and live. He has 
done a wonderful thing as it is, and placed 
himself on record as a most remarkable 
man, He is a man in a million.”

SEEMS TO GROW STILL WORSE. 


Nasuviiys, Jaly 13.—Four miles south of 
Murfreesboro resides Doke Tribble, white, 
about forty-five yeirs of age, whose family 
consists of his wife, two daughters and a 
son, the daughters nineteen and sixteen, 
and theson fourteen yearsold. Three years 
since the older daughter become the mother 
of an illegitimate, idiotic child, which for- 
tunately died about a year since, no one ex- 
cept the criminal parties knowing who was 
its father. On the 4th instant, so his chil- 
dren state, the father attempted rape 
on the older daughter, which she resisted. 
Finding that he could not succeed in bis 
vile purpose with the older daughter, he 
then assaulted the youngest one, exhibiting 
a large knife and threatening her with im- 
mediate death if she did not yield to his 
lust, thus accomplishing his object almost 
in the presence of his other two children, 
who were paralyzed with fear. He then told 
his chfldren he would kill the one who 
dared to reveal what had been done. 

Wednesday morning the older daughter, 
taking advantage of her father’s absence 

from home (who had been watching her 
closely to prevent her informing on him), 
went to the residence of Justice W. K. El- 
der, to whom she related not only what 
had transpired on Sunday, but stated to 
him also that her father had frequently, 
for several years, forced her to bayve car- 
nal intercourse with him, and was the 
father of the child that she bore. She also 
exhibited scars on her arms and neck 
where she had been cut by her father at 
different times to frighten her into acqui- 
escence to his base desires, 

On her statement Justice Elder issued a 
warrant for his arrest. The officer went to 
the house and arrested Tribble, he making 
but little resistance. Yearing to start to town 
with him without more assistance, one of 
the parties went to a neighboring house to 


obtain assistance. Tribble taking advantage 
of the absence of one of the parties ran 
over the other, knocked him down and 
made his escape. The officer after regain- 
ing his feet fired three shots at him, none 
of which, it is thought, took effect. Tribble 
has been seen by a negro in the neighbor- 
hood since, to whom he stated he intended 
to burn the residence of Mr. Wade and kill 
his own daughter, who informed on him 
before he left the country. Officers are on

H. H. Cary, of LaGrange, superin- 
tendent of the fish commission of- Geor- 
gia, is receiving so many inquiries in re- 
gard to the German carp that he finds it 
impossible to answer each communica- 
tion separately, and he sends to Tue 
Constitution for publication such facts as 
will go to satisfy his correspondents 
and interest the public. Dr. Cary ex- 
pects to be able during the com- 
ing fall to make quite a large 
distribution of carp, and he snggests to 
all who desire to partake of such distri- 
bution to forward to him at LaGrange, 
by the first of September, a deseripiion of 
the water they propose tq Stock, embrac- 
ing the following particulars, which are 
necessary andimportant: 1. Location as 
to nearest post-office. 2. Approximate 
extentand depth of water. 3. The kindof 
fish, if any, already in the water. 4. 
Characteristics of bottom; whether 
mud, sand or gravel. These applications 
will be carefully filed, and at the proper 
time, the applicants will be notified. 

Professor Baird, the United States 
conimissioner, is of the opinion that the 
carp will excel all other fresh-water:fish 
for purposes of propagation in ponds and 
other sluggish waters, both north and 
south. The qualities that recommend 
the carp are: hardiness in all stages of 
growth; rapid growth and good table 
qualities; harmlessness in ita relations to 
other fish; ability to populate waters to 
their greatest extent; and the fact that it 
lives largely on a vegetable diet.
